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History of the February Class, 1925

The history of a mid-year class is difficult to recount; 
the personnel is continually changing, and until gradu- 
ation the members have no individuality, being 
merged, for school activities, with the June class of 
the same number of credits. 

In February 1921, the class began its career at 
Western, though some of the members joined the.ranks 
> ata later date. During our stay, many changes have 
taken place: the number of students has increased, 
necessitating two divisions—a morning and an after- 
noon session; the Cadets have grown from two companies 
to four; and many new clubs have been organized. 

Members of our class have contributed in large 
measure to this development. Those who served in 
the Cadets were Charles Beard, Stafford Hawken, 
\ Loren Heron, Wilson Hooff, Edward Kumpe, Edmond 
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Pigeon, Henry Gichner and Hamilton Rhea. On the 
Honor Roll at different times have appeared the names 
of Edith Duehay, Mary Elizabeth Whiteside, Henry 
Gichner, Loren Heron, and Edmond Pigeon. Con- 
sistent backers of the Art Club were Virginia Lake and 
Sylvia Shaw. On the Girls’ Rifle Team, Ruth Starrett 
was an exceptionally good shot. In the realm of 
publications, Loren Heron served as cartoonist for 
The Breeze and Henry Gichner directed the Athletic 
Department. Several of the boys took part in athletics 
which were in full swing on the Back Lot until the 
work on the new building transferred practice to the 
“Hollow.” Hawken and Gichner specialized in foot- 
ball, and starred on the 1924 championship eleven. 
In lightweight basketball, an outstanding player was 
Hamilton Rhea. 

With the award of the last diploma on January 29, 
the mid-year class of ’25 passed into history; but 
eleven members returned to do post-graduate work, 
and delayed their departure for another term.

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History of the Class of 1925 


In the fall of 1921, the Western curtain rose on a group of 
brilliant green Freshies, launching upon a high-school career. 
As this verdant hue changed into red and white, the Class of 
1925 became an integral part of Western High School. 

A review of our four years shows both expansion and 
progress (modesty forbids us to claim credit therefor). We 
found two companies in the Cadet Corps when we entered, 
and we leave a Western battalion of four companies. We 
responded in such numbers to the call for Cadets in 1921, a new 
company was formed, designated “K”’ (in 1924 a fourth com- 
pany, “M,” was added), and the new Western battalion took 
the Craigie Cup in the Competitive on May 22. In June, our 
companies took first and third places in the annual competition. 
We also won the baseball championship, and held Central to 
a scoreless tie in football. 

Sophomore year, we missed the basketball championship by 
two points and took second place in the annual Competitive 
in June. The athletic prowess of our girls, now a well-known 
fact, first became known at Western in 1923, when the Sopho- 
mores carried off the inter-class baseball championship. 

We were Juniors before we had quite recovered from 
Sophomorosis, The new building was to be a reality on the 
back lot, and in the spring work began, with all its accompany- 
ing noise. Under Major Burton the Third Battalion went 
over to the Wilson Stadium and won the Craigie Cup again. 
A few weeks later we placed second in the contest at Griffith 

Stadium. 


The formal organization of the Class of 1925 came with 
the election of officers in the fall of 1924. Chester Ward was 
chosen president, Mary Hoge vice-president, Louise DuBose 
secretary, and Wilfred Hearn treasurer. We tied Tech for 
the football championship; we had a close call for the champion- 
ship in basketball, but lost to Central in the final game; one 
of our members, Sam Levering, won the oratorical contest at 
Western. In the realm of Cadets, under Major Davis, the 
Third Battalion won the Craigie Cup permanently on May 6. 
The senior girls won the hocky championship and tied for the 
inter-class cup. 

Building operations reduced the size of the Assembly Hall 
and there could be no assemblies of the entire school, few plays 
of the Dramatic Association, and no Spring Play. Cadet 
dances and the mid-year Prom were held outside. When the 
position of president of the class became vacant in March, 
Mary Hoge succeeded to the office, and under her able leader- 
ship commencement plans were made. Alice Graham was 
chosen poet, Lilian Rixey and Anne Gleaves prophets, Robinson 
Glazebrook giftatorian, and Tyler Page historian. 

On June 17, at Memorial Continental Hall, about one 
hundred and fifty graduates will receive diplomas and leave 
Western to the mercy of the younger generation. We leave 
with a deep sense of gratitude for the privileges that have 
been ours; with great loyalty for our school; and with a desire 
that the opening of the new building next fall may mark a 
new era of progress in the history of Western High School.

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Review of Dramatics 
1924 - 1925 


No more will Western’s actors tread the stage of the old 
Assembly Hall. No more will pupils be gathered there for 
every celebration. The hall is no longer. When school opens 
next fall the returning pupils will find that section of the 
building occupied by offices and a music room. Future 
gatherings will be held in the beautiful new auditorium, now 
nearly completed, which will be far superior to the old in 
every way except one. There will be no memories to make it 
dear to the hearts of the students. 

If an attempt were made to enumerate all of the performances 
given since the hall was built one might go on forever. The 
first appearance of the class of ’25 on this stage was in an Irish 
jig. That was way back in the days when scenery was per- 
mitted, in the “Hop Along Revue” of ’21. The following 
spring “The Rivals’’ was presented. 

After the vaudeville of ’22 a terrible sentence was passed. 
A curtain and scenery could no longer be used, by order of the 
fire department. But did this lower th» spirits of the actors? 
It did not, for in the spring when “‘A Winter’s Tale” was given, 
circular fire-proofed curtains were put up and have been used 
ever since. 

In the fall of ‘23 the boys presented a very successful Min- 
strel Show. It was shortly after this that something happened 
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which threatened to end dramatics until the new hall was 
available. The construction work necessitated closing off over 
half of the auditorium. Vain protests were made, and all 
plans for a spring play were given up. 

When school opened last fall it was realized that there was 
little chance of using the new hall for some time. Everyone 
determined to make the best of the situation. Consequently a 
group of girls got busy and on the afternoon of December 19 
presented “The Alabama Mammies’ Refined Minstrel Show,” 
filling the hall to its capacity for three performances. 

This was only the beginning, for during the year three 
evening programs have been given with undoubted success. 
The Glee Clubs gave a delightful musical comedy, “Patricia.” 
In the early part of May the Dramatic Association and the 
Public Speaking classes each presented a program of one-act 
plays. 

Rehearsing in opposition to the hammering and other con- 
struction noises took much perseverance. But Western spirit 
cannot be downed and the directors and actors went on un- 
daunted. Almost up to the very day on which alterations were 
begun the stage was in use. Thus ends the history of our little 
old Assembly Hall, which has been the scene of many of our 
greatest trials, yet greatest pleasures.

The last performance to be given on the old Western stage 
was the vaudeville presented by the two public-speaking classes.

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The Western Breeze 


The history of The Western Breeze, the bi-weekly publication 
of Western High School, is almost as remarkable, and certainly 
as interesting, as the growth of the school itself. The Breeze 
in its present form is a comparatively recent innovation, but 
itis, after all, but the outgrowth of various previous productions. 

In the early years of the school, students who were interested 
in a Western publication organized a staff and produced a 
magazine “devoted to the interests of Western High School, 
its pupils and alumni,” which was called “The Western.” 
The work was conducted through the medium of the English 
classes and the members of the staff were chosen by the English 
teachers. The paper was made up almost entirely of stories 
and poems, but some space was devoted to school news and 
editorials; and the whole effect was very interesting. 

The magazine continued in very much the same form until 
the fall of 1919. Then it was decided to make it more of a 
news organ with a different purpose and name. Accordingly, 
the English classes were asked to submit names for such a 


publication and a vote was taken on those handed in. The 
result was The Western Breeze, but it.was somewhat different 
from the Breeze as we know it. Superficially it resembled a 
magazine more than a paper, even though it consisted of 
only four pages; but its content was news and such depart- 
ments as the Breeze has now. 

The school year of 1920-21 saw the four-page sheet develop 
into an eight-page magazine with more departments, a larger 
staff, and supported in part by advertisements. (The previ- 
ous publications were supported entirely by the subscriptions.) 

In 1921 the paper was again produced by the Journalism 
class (which had been in charge the previous year), and this 
time it was issued in the present form—a regulation size, four- 
page newspaper with seven columns. It was brought out 
thus for two years, and after a lapse of one year (1923-1924) 
was re-established with staff members drawn for the most 
part from the Senior Class, and thus it has been published 
throughout the year as the news digest of the school.

The Battalion of 1924-1925 


The Third Battalion in the past five years has carved its 
name in Cadet history.

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It has been the aim of the officers of the Third Battalion, 
since its formation in 1921, to perfect each unit of the Western 
Cadet Corps in order to bring the greatest possible glory to the 
school. 

Early in the fall of 1921 Company K became a permanent 
fixture at Western, completing her first battalion. To Major 
Maurice Hoffman was given the responsibility of this organiza- 
tion. Immediately upon receiving his command he began 
the seemingly impossible task of 
drilling his men, hampered by 
the ever-increasing number of 
automobiles which seemed to 
have a particular fancy for 
Thirty-fifth Street. However, 
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through the earnest efforts of the Major, the Third Battalion 
registered its first victory on May 6, 1922. 

The next Cadet year found Western still strongly fortified 
with “H” “K” and “L,” which formed the Third Battalion 
of the Third Regiment. This year, under the leadership of 
Major Edwards, the battalion did not place first, but per- 
formed creditably in the Competitive. 

At the age of three years, the three standby companies once 
more formed a winning battalion, this year led by Major Robert 
Burton. At the beginning of this Cadet year the men worked 
hard to prevent another hostile battalion victory, with the

result that the first of May again found the Third Battalion 
in possession of the flag and cup, and Major Burton richer and 
prouder by the acquisition of a gold medal, presented him by 
the judges in reward for the excellent exhibition given by the 
“Triumphant Third.” 

When Westerners returned to school in the fall of 1924, 
they brought with them enough young militarists to insure the 
formation of a fourth company which was designated as “‘M.” 
This made the task of developing a winning battalion a more 
difficult one. 

However, after numerous handicaps and setbacks, the men

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set out upon the task of forming a combination which would 
be able to carry off the flag for a second consecutive year. 
April 30 was the date set for the 1925 competition and the 
battalion was ready to go on the field, when rain caused the 
postponement of the drill. This same thing happened Monday, 
May 4. 

May 6, however, dawned fair 
and clear and Western’s bat- 
talion went on the field under 
Major Pearce Davis with a do- 
or-die spirit, carried off the honors 
for the second successive time 
and won the Craigie Cup perma- 
nently for Western.

When H Company was organized in October it appeared 
that the company contained top-notch material. After learn- 
ing the “School of a Soldier and Squad,” rifles were issued.

For the past four years Company L has made a record never 
equaled by any company in the brigade, having won first 
place once, fourth place once, and second place twice.

Entering the football season with eight veterans, Western 
was generally conceded to have a good chance for the champion- 
ship, and lived up to this expectation by tying with Tech for the 
coveted honor.

Although Western did not win the inter-high championship, 
yet it had a successful basketball season by winning 16 out of 20 
games and amassing a total of 577 points to 350 points of their 
opponents. Every team but Gallaudet, a college team, was 
defeated by the big West End lads at least once. Georgetown 
Prep, the Alumni, Gonzaga, Catholic University Freshmen, 
St. Johns, Eastern, Tech, Business, Central, Georgetown 
Freshmen, Maryland Freshmen, and Chevy Chase were all 
defeated at least once during the season.

Track
